New York, Sept. ' 28 —(/P)— The 
,*mtecl Slates has lost 58 fighting 
ships during the present war, an 
Associated Press review of official 
ship-loss announcements discloses 


Of this tolnl, only one, the 1,190,- 
ton destroyer Reuben James, was 
lost before Pearl Harbor. The 
Sjjames was torpedoed west of Icc- 
ITOnd on Oct. 30, 1941, with the loss 
of 101 lives. 


The Japanese attack on Pearl 


Hubor and subsequent enemy ac- 
tion in the Pacific and Atlantic 
resulled in Ihe announced loss of 
j|8 naval vessels whose known lon- 
flge totaled 207,345 Ions. 


The house naval committee dis- 
closed recently that the United 
Stales had 1,009,245 Ions of fighting 
ships built 
since 
1934 in service 


with 2,640,606 more unde construc- 
tion as part of the nation's expand- 
ing two-ocean navy.

Three Islands 
Are to Be 
Remembered

Pearl Harbor, T. H., Sept. 28 


—Wide Wold)—Truk, the Palaus 
and Saipan are three names to 
remember in evaluating reports of 
Am-erican and Allied victories in 
the great war of the Pacifis. 


Truk, the Palaus and Saipan are 


the 
cornestones 
of 
Japanese 


strength and strategy in the South- 
west Pacific. They are in the is- 
lands which Japan seized from Ger- 
many in World War I, and" later 
took over by mandate from the 
League of Nations. For years they 
have been developed as 
major 


strongholds in the Japanese 
plan 


to carve an emprie in the South- 
west Pacific. 


Truk is the central powerhouse 


for Japanese action in the South- 
west Pacific. It was developed by 
Japan as the major defensive of- 
fense center against any move by 
the United States to attack Japan. 
It is to Japan what Pearl Harbor 
is to the United States. Its develop- 
ment has been one of Japan's most 
guarded secrets. No visitors have 
been permitted there for years. 


Truk is not one great island, but 


a cluster of 245 islands, with a 
lagoon 40 miles in diameter, facili- 
ties to shelter the whole Japanese 
fleet, and base'facilities for a vast 
invasion army. 


Destruction of neutralization of 


Truk would be a Japanese disaster 
of the first magnitude. This would 
be a major American victory. It 
would be a mighty tough job. 


Palaus, a group of 26 islands 


about 1200 miles west of Turk, is a 
Japanese base of almost equal im- 
portance. It has deep water enough 
to harbor the entire Japanese fleet 
plus all the tansports needed for 
invasion or defense. 


Truk is 800 miles from Rabaul 


in the Bismarck Archipelago and 
Palau is about 1400 miles. 


Saipan, in the Marianas, known 
also as the Ladrones, is 702 miles 
north by east of Truk, and is a 
vital stepping stone.ot Japan power 


These are but three points in the 


2,550 islands of the Micronesian 
group which the Japanese 
have 


contolled since the 
world war. 


Ja-ppn has perhaps 
a 
million 


fighting men ready for quick move- 
ment from these stepping stones, 
and the whole fighting resources of 
the Japanese empire, land, sea and 
air forces, can be moved quickly 
down this chain of communications. 


It was apparently with a feeling 


of assurance that any movement 
from Austalia had been neutral- 
ized, that Japan in the middle of 
May ordered her main fleet and a 
mighty invasioin armada to carry 
out one of her major war 
plans 
the conquest of Hawaii. 


The Japanese strategic analysis 
seemed to be that, after the Coral 
Sea battle, the defense 
of 
the 


Hawaiian islands had been weak- 
ened by a shifting of forces to the 
south to save Austalia fom in- 
vasion. 


Then came the battle of Midway 


and the move for'conquest of Ha- 
waii was crumpled. This was the 
first real setback, and a most cost- 
ly one, that Japan had met. 


Evidence has been found that the 


Japanese expected no real opposi- 
tion to moving into and taking over 
Pearl Harbor. The nest of lethal 
hornets the Japanese armada ran 
into west and north of Midway will 
rank in.history as pehaps one "of 
the greatest military surprises in 
history. 


When the full story of Midway 


can be written, this will be clearly 
revealed. Among other things it 
will show that the Japanese were 
so unprepared for opposition that 
the invasion group of the armada 
the transports, steamed on fully 24 
hours after it could have been turn- 
ed back, saving many ships and 
lives. 


This crippling blow permitted the 


American forces to put into execu- 
tion plans for an offensive against 
Japan. 


Military leaders 
know what a 


tough job they face. The general 
feeling is that the fight has just 
begun and it will reach its real 
stages when the fighting reaches 
Japans own territory. 


This warfare in the Pacific is a 


guerilla warfare. It is a fight from 
stepping stone to stepping stone. 


The front is 7,000 miles long 


from the Aleutians down to the 
Bismarck Achipelago 
and 
New 
uuinea. 


While the American offensive has 
been started, it does not necessar- 
ily mean that the Japanese thrusts 
against the Pacific northwest or 
another major move against the 
Hawaiian islands, is by no means 
completely blocked.

Urges Newsmen 
to Explain 
Witheld News 


Hot Spines, Sept. 28—(/P)—Com- 


plimenting American newspapers 
ior "striking a balance" in hand- 
ling war news within limitations of 
the censorship code, Byrbn Pice, 
Diecto of Censorship, urged them 
today to explain to the public why 
some information has to be with- 
held. 


"The American peop.le cannot be 


expected to fight the war in a 
vacuum," he said in an address 
prepared for delivery at the annual 
convention of the Southern News- 
paper Publishers Association here 


"Neither should they, no will 


they when properly advised, want 
to see in print any disclosure which 
would endanger the life of a son 
or bother." 


Summarizing nine months exper- 


ience with .voluntary censorship, 
Price said some Americans felt the 
system was a "feeble and futile 
method" while a. large body of pub- 
,hc opinion held that more informa- 
tion, not less, should appear in 
print. 


"The newspapers of the country 


have done a good job of stiking 
a balance," he said, but added 
they "have done a poo job of in- 
fomii the 
public why some in- 


fomation has to be withehld." 


"I suggest to you that a patient 


explanation of these rcquehts and 
of the reasons behind them proba- 
bly would 
foster confidence in 


newspapers by emphasizing the de- 
gree of their cooperation in the 
war and it might convince a great- 
er number of readers that they 
should guard their own toni'ues 
more carefully." 


Pointing out that the basic con- 


sideration behind censorship was 


that none of us shall provide the 


enemy, by design or inadvertence 
with information that will help him 
kill Americans," Price gavo the 
publishers examples of the benefits
